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Why  It  Is  Important  to  Attend  the  Convention 
of  Our  State  Association

HHE  past  year  has  been  a  disastrous  one 
to  American  public  education.  The  de¬ 
mands  upon  the  schools  increased,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  secondary  field,  and  at 
the  same  time  it  was  necessary  greatly  to 
curtail  expenditures  and,  in  some  instances,  to  deny 
educational  opportunities  to  the  children.  Educa¬ 
tion  was  not  the  only  sufferer  during  the  past  year 
for  it  was  necessary  also  to  curtail  many  important 
and  needed  services  rendered  by 
governmental  agencies.  The  cause 
is  not  hard  to  find.  In  the  first 
place,  taxes  have  not  been  paid, 
and,  in  the  second  place,  generally 
speaking,  the  systems  of  public  taxa¬ 
tion  are  so  obsolete  that  their  weak¬ 
ness  tends  to  enhance  the  chaos  of  a 
national  crisis. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  discuss 
the  question  of  taxation,  but  I  do 
want  to  stress  the  importance  of 
public  education  even  in  the  face  of 
financial  distress.  We  are  living  in 
a  complex  age,  one  which  calls  for 
and  demands  the  best  education 
possible  for  every  child  regardless 
of  race,  place  of  residence,  or  sta¬ 
tion  in  life.  Only  by  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  such  a  program  of  education  can  we  hope 
to  see  our  form  of  social  organization  persist.  In¬ 
deed,  without  the  maintenance  of  such  a  compre¬ 
hensive  program  of  education,  it  is  idle  to  believe 
that  our  democratic  form  of  government  can  persist. 

In  the  beginning,  schools  were  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  training  the  people  to  assume  their  ob¬ 
ligations  as  free  citizens,  to  give  them  a  degree  of 
culture,  and  to  fit  them  for  useful  work.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  public  education  since  that  far  off  day 
when  life  was  simple  has  not  changed  one  iota,  but 
our  society  has  become  so  intricate,  co-operation 
has  become  so  necessary,  and  leisure  time -has  be¬ 
come  so  widely  extended  to  all  classes  that  the  edu¬ 
cational  program  has  had  to  be  correspondingly  in¬ 
creased  to  take  these  social  factors  into  account. 

In  keeping  with  the  challenge  before  the  profes¬ 
sion,  the  theme  of  our  convention,  which  is  to  be 


held  November  1 0th  to  1 3th,  inclusive,  is  “Pre¬ 
serving  Educational  Standards  and  Ideals’* — 

First,  through  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
emergency  in  education,  both  state  and  national. 

Second,  through  a  comprehensive  national  view 
of  the  challenges  to  education  for  a  new  America. 

Third,  through  the  need  from  the  layman’s  point 
of  view  of  maintaining  educational  opportunities  in 
times  of  financial  distress. 

Fourth,  through  the  inspiration  of 
the  spiritual  in  education. 

Fifth,  through  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  needs  of  youth  in 
the  present  emergency,  and 

Finally;,  through  an  appreciation 
of  international  problems  as  a  factor 
in  American  public  education. 

As  one  can  readily  see,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  meeting  is  so  important 
that  every  teacher  m  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  may  well  plan  to  attend 
as  many  of  the  sessions  as  possible. 
Among  the  speakers  secured  are 
Miss  Jessie  Gray.  President  of  the 
National  Education  Association, 
who  will  speak  on  the  subject,  “Na¬ 
tional  Ideals  in  Public  Elducation ;’’ 
Dr.  Paul  C.  Stetson,  President  of 
the  Department  of  Superintendence,  who  will  speak 
on  the  subject.  “Education  for  a  New  America;” 
and  I  am  also  happy  to  say  that  we  have  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  souring  the  Hon.  Frances  Perkins,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Labor,  who  will  speak  on  the  general 
subject,  “Some  Aspects  of  the  National  Recovery 
Act.” 

Bruce  Bliven,  editor  of  the  New  Republic,  of 
New  York  City,  will  speak  on  the  challenging  sub¬ 
ject,  “Should  Education  be  Abolished;”  while 
Dr.  Frank  Kingdon,  of  East  Orange,  will  address 
the  convention  on  the  subject,  “A  Layman  Looks 
at  the  Schools.” 

It  is  also  my  good  fortune  to  announce,  among 
others.  Dr.  Ralph  C.  Hutchison,  President  of 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College;  Mr.  James  G 
McDonald  of  the  Foreign  Policy  Association; 
and  Dr.  Paul  R.  Mort,  who  will  have  a  great  deal 
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to  say  about  the  work  of  the  Survey  Commission 
and  the  need  of  a  new  method  of  financing  public 
education  in  New  Jersey.  Our  own  Commissioner 
of  Education,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Elliott,  will  bring 
to  the  teachers  a  stirring  message  on  the  problems 
confronting  the  schools  of  New  Jersey.  This  is 
a  message  which  no  teacher  in  the  State  can  afford 
to  miss. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  can  announce 
as  one  of  the  speakers,  Hon.  Paul  V.  McNutt, 
Governor  of  Indiana,  who  will  address  the  con¬ 
vention  on  the  subject,  “The  Duty  of  the  State.” 
Governor  McNutt  will  be  on  the  program  Sunday 
evening,  November  1 2th,  and  no  teacher  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  can  afford  not  to  hear  him. 
He  is,  I  think,  easily  the  most  outstanding  layman 
in  Ame  ica  to-day  in  support  of  public  education. 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  gives  him  first 
place  as  a  supporter  of  the  obligations  of  the  State 
to  its  children.  The  members  of  our  Association 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  Governor  McNutt 
is  speaking  to  nineteen  State  Teachers’  Associa¬ 
tions  this  year. 

Another  high  spot  of  the  convention  will  be 
our  banquet,  which  will  be  held  at  the  Ambassador 
Hotel,  Saturday  evening,  November  1  1th.  The 
banquet  speaker  will  be  Rev.  Peter  K.  Emmons, 
Pastor  of  the  Westminster  Presb)rterian  Church, 
Scranton,  Pennsylvania.  I  have  heard  Reverend 
Emmons  speak  many  times,  and  I  can  assure  every¬ 
one  who  is  so  fortunate  as  to  attend  the  banquet 
that  he  will  come  away  with  the  feeling  that  he  has 
been  well  repaid. 

In  view,  then,  of  the  difficulties  confronting  all 
of  us  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  of  the  homes,  of  the  spiritual  and  social  life 
of  our  state  and  nation,  and  because  of  the  serious 
purpose  of  the  convention,  I  believe  we  should  have 
a  large  attendance.  Everyone  will  be  inspired  by 
the  message  of  the  speakers  and  will  be  strength¬ 
ened  and  prepared  to  go  forth  to  fight  for  the  things 
which  must  prevail  in  this  country  if  the  next 
generation  is  to  enjoy  fully  the  rich  promise  of  the 
heritage  of  our  past  accomplishments.

American  Education  Week  1933 

The  observance  of  the  thirteenth  annual  Ameri¬ 
can  Education  Week,  November  6-12,  1933,  will 
be  focused  upon  the  maintenance  of  free  and  uni¬ 
versal  education  as  an  American  ideal.  The  oc¬ 
casion  will  find  many  school  doors  shut.  Thou¬ 
sands  of  young  people  who  have  been  denied  the 
birthright  of  free  education  will  be  idle,  or  roving 
about  the  country  with  the  vagrant  horde  of  neg¬ 
lected  boys  and  girls  that  is  already  more  than 
three  times  the  size  of  our  standing  army. 

In  the  midst  of  this  failure  of  the  nation’s  pro¬ 
visions  for  the  welfare  of  childhood,  there  are 
raised  the  voices  of  insistent  demand  that  this  break¬ 
down  shall  not  become  permanent.  Teachers  and 
citizens  are  at  work  to  protect  the  schools.  The 
organized  teaching  profession  has  established  a 
Joint  Commission  on  the  Emergency  in  Education 
which  is  acting  as  a  board  of  strategy  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  crisis.  The  three  sponsors  of  American  Eldu- 
cation  Week — the  American  Legion,  the  United 
States  Office  of  Education,  and  the  National  Edu¬ 
cation  Association — have  sought  the  approval  of 
the  Joint  Commission  in  selecting  the  theme  and 
topics  for  American  Education  Week,  1933. 

The  occasion  will  be  an  important  feature  of  the 
Joint  Commission’s  program  to  avert  the  threatened 
collapse  of  the  schools.  The  annual  observance  of 
American  Education  Week  has  amply  proved  its 
effectiveness  in  bringing  school  and  home  together 
in  the  interest  of  childhood.  The  occasion  is  ac¬ 
cepted  and  established.  It  will  be  possible  to 
reach  ten  million  homes  next  fall. 

The  theme  for  the  1933  program  is  Meeting  the 
Emergency)  in  Education.  Each  community  will 
adapt  the  observance  to  its  own  needs.

She  was 
the  only  woman  member  of  the 
commission  to  investigate  educational  conditions  in 
China,  she  is  an  authority  on  Bible  history,  higher 
education,  early  American  history,  labor  legislation, 
and  has  been  identified  with  the  cause  of  woman 
suffrage  and  the  American  Peace  Society.  She  re¬ 
ceived  nation-wide  attention  when  President  Hoover 
appointed  her  as  the  only  woman  among  the  five 
American  delegates  to  the  International  Disarma¬ 
ment  Conference  in  1932.

Dr.  Wright’s  out¬ 
standing  achievement  has  been  his  Atlas  of  the 
Historical  Geography  of  the  United  States,  which 
was  granted  one-third  of  the 
Lovbat  Prize  of  $1,000  awarded 
by  Columbia  University  this  year. 

Dr.  Broome,  who  is  a  native 
son  of  New  Jersey  returning  to  his 
native  heath,  will  talk  to  the  New 
Jersey  Home  Economics  Associa¬ 
tion  on  “Homemaking — A  New 
Profession.’’  Dr.  Broome  of 
course  was  a  New  Jersey  Superin¬ 
tendent  before  he  became  head  of 
the  Philadelphia  school  system. 

Another  Jerseyman  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  be  Edward  W.  Kilpat¬ 
rick  of  Hackettstown.  Mr.  Kil¬ 
patrick  is  president  of  the  Fed¬ 
erated  Boards  of  Education  of 
New  Jersey,  who  are  holding  a 
joint  meeting  with  the  Department 
of  Superintendence.  At  the  same 
meeting  Dr.  Beatty,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Bronxville,  New  York,  will  have  as  his  subject 
“History  Begins  with  the  Present.’’ 

Among  other  speakers  on  the  special  programs 
will  by  Herbert  N.  Morse,  Gladys  McCallum, 
Professors  Cora  M.  Winchell  and  Lillian  Locke 
of  Teachers  College,  Dr.  Patty  S.  Hill  and  Dr. 
Mary  M.  Reed,  also  of  Teachers  College,  Dr. 
James  S.  Plant,  Director  of  the  Essex  County 
Juvenile  Clinic,  Dr.  Helen  Wieand  Cole,  Associ¬ 
ate  Editor  of  Latin  Notes,  Ema 
Grassmuck,  Mrs.  William  F. 
Little,  Guy  L.  Hilleboe,  Dr.  Meta 
L.  Anderson,  Dr.  Allen  G.  Ire¬ 
land  and  Arthur  S.  Chenoweth, 
the  Atlantic  City  Superintendent. 

The  New  Jersey  Vocational 
and  Arts  Association  will  hold  a 
Panel  Forum  on  “The  Place  for 
Vocational  and  Arts  Subjects  in 
the  School  Program  of  the  Fu¬ 
ture.’’

Concerning  the  banquet  President  Pickell  says, 
“I  feel  that  the  annual  banquet  should  best 
represent  the  social  activities  of  our  Association. 

I  would  personally  appreciate  as  large  an  at¬ 
tendance  by  our  members  as  possible.” 

On  Friday  evening,  November  10,  the  first 
evening  of  the  Convention,  the  New  Jersey  Book¬ 
men’s  Club  extends  its  annual  welcome  to  the 
teachers  with  a  reception  and  dance.  This  will 
be  held  this  year  in  the  Ambassador  Ball  Room, 
instead  of  the  Auditorium.  The  Bookmen  promise 
a  bigger  and  better  time  than  ever  to  the  early- 
comers  to  the  Convention.

On  Saturday  evening,  immediately  following  the 
banquet,  the  Association  will  hold  its  own  recep¬ 
tion  and  dance.

EVER  before  has  a  strong  national  organ- 
I  k  ■  ization  been  so  vital  to  the  mabtenance  of 
1  mM  schools  and  the  welfare  of  teachers 
as  it  is  at  the  present.  Movement  toward 
recovery  in  all  fields  is  on  a  national  scale.  The 
vigorous  drive  against  depression  is  centralized  in 
the  nation’s  caphol.  Momentous  decisions  are 
bemg  made  daily.  Representation  of  teachers  at 
Washington  is  imperative.  That  representation  is 
provided  by  an  alert  corps  of  officers  and  a  trained 
headquarters  staff  ready  to  go  into  action  on  short 
notice.  No  occasion  to  do  so  is  neglected.  The 
mfluence  of  the  organization  is  greatly  strength¬ 
ened  by  a  prestige  gained  through  the  three-quarters 
of  a  century  in  which  it  has  been  the  voice  of  the 
nation’s  teachers.  The  Association  is  known  and 
respected.  It  has  never  been  motivated  by  selfish 
aims.  Its  recommendations  are  sought  in  high 
councils  whenever  any  far-reaching  activity  that 
touches  upon  public  education  is  proposed. 

The  activities  of  the  organization  have  been 
recently  enlarged  under  the  stimulating  and  dy¬ 
namic  leadership  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  the 
Emergency  in  Education,  appointed  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association  and  the  Department 
of  Superintendence.  The  Joint  Commission, 
through  its  organization  of  consultants  and  its  plan 
of  regional  meetings,  is  tying  together  school 
officials  and  state  and  local  teachers’  organizations 
in  a  vigorous  program  to  defend  the  schools.  The 
strength  of  your  local  and  state  Associations  de¬ 
pends  upon  your  membership  and  interest.  The 
success  of  the  program  depends  upon  your  co¬ 
operation — norv. 

The  times  call  for  still  more  extensive  organiza¬ 
tion  and  more  intensive  effort.  Never  before  the 
present  economic  breakdown  have  the  American 
people  generally  gone  backward  in  the  support  of 
their  schools.  Financial  crises  have  come  and 
gone,  but  somehow  a  way  has  always  been  found 
to  preserve  inviolate  the  fundamental  right  of  every 
child  to  a  fair  start  in  life.  This  right  is  greatly 
abridged  in  hundreds  of  communities  to-day.  Un¬ 
less  the  profession  is  willing  to  assume  an  unusual 
responsibility  for  influencing  the  thought  and  action 
of  the  public  concerning  free  and  universal  edu¬ 
cation  during  the  critical  year  ahead,  we  can  ex¬ 
pect  to  spend  the  next  decade  in  reclimbing  to 
heights  already  achieved.  Powerful  voices  are

lifted  to-day  in  appeals  for  help  to  protect  banks, 
to  build  ships  and  highways,  to  restore  busmess 
incomes,  to  guarantee  prices  of  commodities.  Our 
profession  must  speak  for  the  nation’s  schools. 

There  is  work  for  every  teacher.  Join  your 
local,  state  and  national  Associations  at  once.  Do 
not  stop  with  the  payment  of  your  annual  dues. 
Familiarize  yourself  with  the  program  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  in  your  community,  your  state  and  the 
nation.  These  programs  will  be  outlined  in  the 
conferences  of  your  local  group,  in  the  journals 
published  by  the  State  Education  Associations, 
and  in  the  Journal  of  the  National  Education  As¬ 
sociation.  Consultants  of  the  Joint  Commission 
on  the  Emergency  will  call  for  your  assistance. 
Let  us  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to 
carry  the  case  for  the  schools  to  the  people.  Plan 
an  effective  observance  of  American  Education 
Week.  Invite  parents  to  your  classroom.  Visit 
the  homes  of  your  pupils.  Make  plans  now  for 
vitalized  commencement  exercises  that  will  increase 
the  appreciation  of  the  public  for  the  achievements 
of  your  schools.  Interpret  the  schools  through 
your  local  newspapers,  the  school  paper,  the  ex¬ 
tra-curriculum  activities  of  students,  exhibit  school 
work,  stimulate  enrollment  in  parent-teacher  asso¬ 
ciations.

0HE  New  Jersey  Stale  Teachers*  Associa¬ 
tion  will  make  a  special  effort  this  No¬ 
vember  when  it  convenes  at  Atlantic 
City  to  insure  the  success  of  its  discussion 
groups. 

To  this  end,  the  various  sections  will  be  urged 
to  plan  carefully  the  discussions  scheduled.  The 
chairmen  have  been  selected  for  their  background 
and  training,  their  resourcefulness,  and  their  sym¬ 
pathetic  understanding.  Members  requested  to 
participate  in  the  discussions  will  be  selected  for 
specific  contributions.  Audiences  will  be  expected 
to  participate  in  the  open  discussions. 

Probably  two  types  of  discussion  will  be  em¬ 
ployed — that  known,  familiarly  as  the  “round  table 
discussion,”  a  procedure  which  has  been  grossly 
misused;  and  a  much  more  recent  method  known 
as  the  “panel  discussion.** 

Given  a  live  subject  of  common  interest,  a  group 
of  enthusiastic  and  challenging  speakers,  and  a 
stimulating  chairman,  the  “round  table  discussion** 
method  proves  adequate  and  profitable.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  discussion  is  to  secure  a  maximum  in¬ 
terchange  of  ideas.  The  procedure  provides  for 
a  series  of  talks  on  the  various  phases  of  a  subject; 
this  is  followed  by  a  group  discussion  led  by  a 
capable  chairman.  Often  this  type  of  discussion 
has  failed  (for  reasons  known  best  to  those  who 
have  or  have  not  participated). 

For  these  reasons  (which  we  are  conscientiously 
avoiding),  a  newer  method  has  sprung  into  being — 
the  “panel  discussion.**  . 

This  newer  method  places  greater  emphasis  on 
group  thinking^  than  did  the  discussion  methods  of 
the  past.  The  audience  is  as  much  a  part  of  the 
whole  as  are  the  various  “panel**  memben.  The 
informal  procedure  induces  the  audience  to  par¬ 
ticipate  freely,  to  ask  their  questions,  and  to  con¬ 
tribute  their  opinions. 

Briefly,  the  set-up  ordinarily  consists  of  eight 
to  ten  persons  who  constitute  the  panel  proper,  a 
vital  subject,  an  Indispensable  chairman,  and  a 
responsive  audience.  The  panel  is  seated  in  a 
semi-circle  facing  the  audience.  The  chairman, 
having  introduced  the  subject  and  explained  the 
the  general  procedure,  seats  himself  with  the  other

members  of  the  panel,  opens  the  discussion  by 
puttmg  a  leading  question  to  one  of  his  fellow  mem¬ 
bers.  and  from  then  on  acts  merely  as  an  integrat¬ 
ing  agent.  He  suggests  questions,  clarifies  and 
mterprets  amswers.  harmonizes  Impending  conflicts, 
interweaves  Individual  contributions  into  a  com¬ 
prehensive  thought  pattern,  holds  the  panel  to  the 
topic,  and  m  general  guides  and  directs  the  discua- 
sion.^ 

Members  of  the  panel  discuss  the  subject  from 
various  angles;  they  do  not  make  set  speeches.  No 
member  rises  to  his  feet;  no  argument  is  introduced. 
This  is  a  serious  discussion  among  a  group  of 
friends — no  debate — no  court  of  law.  The  idea 
is  to  arrive  at  a  balanced  understanding  of  the 
problem  under  discussion.  The  audience  joins 
the  discussion  from  the  floor  at  the  invitation  of 
the  chairman.  Meantime,  the  chairman  remains 
the  unifying  and  harmonizing  agent,  frequently 
clarifying  ideas,  putting  leading  questions,  sum¬ 
marizing  progress,  but  never  inflicting  his  personal 
opinions  on  the  group. 

There  are  dangers  in  this  method.  3omeone 
may  decide  to  make  a  speech;  some  other  may  be¬ 
come  argumentative.  It  is  here  that  the  chairman 
intervenes,  insisting  that  both  the  panel  and  the 
audience  think  co-operatively  for  a  common  end 
rather  than  indulge  themselves  in  personal  theses. 

The  term  by  which  a  method  is  addressed  helps 
not  at  all  unless  intelligent  leadership,  perfect  un¬ 
derstanding  of  goal  and  procedure,  and  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  and  contributing  audience  are  co-ordin¬ 
ated.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Teachers*  Association  to  effect  such  a  union  at 
this  year*s  Annual  Convention.

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Editorial  Comment 


The  Annual  Convention  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers*  Association  will  be  held 
in  Atlantic  City,  November  10-13.  The  place  for  the  Convention  was  selected  by  the 
officers  of  the  Association  after  long  consideration,  and  teachers  throughout  the  State 
should  support  this  choice  by  an  attendance  greater  than  that  at  any  previous  Convention. 

The  welfare  of  the  Association  and  teachers  makes  a  large  attendance  imperative. 
Education  in  New  Jersey,  as  everywhere  else  in  the  United  States,  is  fighting  with  its 
back  to  the  wall.  Shortened  school  terms,  teachers  underpaid  and  sometimes  not  paid  at 
all,  attempts  to  deny  the  right  of  high  school  education,  curtailment  of  other  services, 
and  the  suggestion,  unheard  till  now,  that  schools  be  closed  altogether  are  symptoms  of 
much  more  than  hard  times.  They  indicate  a  loss  of  respect  for  and  confidence  in  educa¬ 
tion  that  threatens  the  progress  of  two  and  half  centuries.  However  soon  recovery  be¬ 
comes  a  fact,  the  schools  of  New  Jersey  still  face  long  and  lean  years  while  the  people 
recover  sufficient  financial  and  mental  equilibrium  to  establish  a  new  order  of  affairs. 

In  the  midst  of  this  fight,  too.  we  are  called  on,  legitimately,  to  reorganize  our 
education  work,  to  recast  it  to  meet  those  new  patterns  of  social  and  community  life 
which  are  emerging  from  the  depression.  How  can  we  prepare  our  pupils  for  the  in¬ 
evitable  new  set-up  of  production?  How  can  we  help  them  to  utilize,  wisely  and 
pleasurably,  the  new  leisure  that  will  surely  be  theirs?  How  can  we  aid  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  those  character  and  personality  traits  more  necessary  than  ever  in  our  new  social 
interdependence. 

The  Convention  of  1933  faces  these  problems  and  every  teacher  in  the  State  owes 
it  to  herself  and  to  her  profession  to  attend. 

The  program  of  the  Convention  contains  the  names  of  outstanding  educators  from 
all  over  the  country.  They  have  been  assembled  at  a  great  cost  of  time  and  effort  to  help 
us  think  these  problems  through  together.  They  will  be  exploring  with  us,  not  the  routine 
development  of  a  routine  education,  but  the  new  education  demanded  by  a  revolutionized 
society.  If  we  are  to  demand  for  education  a  place  in  the  “new  deal,”  we  must  provide 
an  education  worthy  of  it,  one  which  will  prepare  for  life  under  it.  From  the  Convention 
teachers  should  draw  the  knowledge  and  inspiration  to  carry  through  a  year  of  new  re¬ 
sponsibilities  and  difficulties. 

The  1933  Convention  must  take  up  seriously  the  tasks  of  the  Association  for  the 
year  to  come.  Where  shall  the  Association  launch  its  strongest  attack?  What  gaps  in 
the  educational  line  most  need  re-enforcements?  Upon  what  terms  are  we  going  to  carry 
on?  Only  once  a  year  do  we  meet  to  decide  these  things.  What  we  ai  a  group  are  to 
accomplish,  will  be  determined  by  the  wisdom  of  the  program  we  lay  down  during  those 
four  days. 

Lastly,  the  Convention,  facing  the  foes  as  well  as  the  friends  of  education,  must 
proclaim  that,  good  times  or  bad.  the  child  must  be  educated,  that  the  schools  are  the 
best  means  of  educating  him,  and  that  slow  starvation  of  the  schools  leads  inevitably  to 
spiritual  and  financial  bankruptcy.  Education  must  assert  that,  code  or  no  code,  it  is 
an  essenticJ  part  of  this  “new  deal,”  or  of  any  new  deal  that  looks  beyond  the  immediate 
future  to  the  preservation  of  our  heritage. 

To  do  these  things  the  1933  Convention  must  be  both  representative  and  large. 
Teachers  must  be  there  from  communities  where  education  has  suffered  as  well  as  from 
those  where  the  fight  is  still  to  come.  The  numbers  must  be  sufficient  to  symbolize  to  the 
State  its  28,000  teachers  demanding  attention  for  the  cause  we  serve. 

You  need  the  knowledge,  the  inspiration  and  the  contacts  you  can  get  only  at  the 
Convention.  Your  profession  needs  your  ideas,  your  judgments,  and  your  numbers. 
The  cost  is  small,  the  benefit  tremendous.  Attend  your  Convention.

A  Code  for  Convention  Speakers

HE  temptation  is  strong  to  say  that  the 
trouble  with  many  convention  speeches 
is  that  they  are  too  conventional.  It 
would  perhaps  be  a  little  fatirer  to  de¬ 
scribe  them  as  not  being  sufficiently  memorable. 
Everyone  of  us,  if  we  have  been  habitual  attend¬ 
ants  at  conventions,  is  likely  to  have  concluded  re¬ 
gretfully  that  only  once  in  a  while  does  a  speaker 
at  a  convention  make  an  address  of  which  we  really 
want  a  copy,  so  that  we  may  reread  it  at  leisure 
and  study  its  points  and  conclusions. 

What  constitutes  a  good  convention  speech? 
May  I  suggest  a  tentative  reply  to  this  question, 
by  way  of  a  code — or,  to  go  back  to  a  slightly 
older  model  than  the  NRA  presents,  in  the  form 
of  a  series  of  suggested  commandments? 

1.  Naturally,  the  very  first  injunction  must  be. 
Avoid  the  obvious.  We  all  constantly  suffer  under 
the  alleged  eloquence  of  speakers  who  labor  for 
the  thousandth  time  educational  platitudes  that  be¬ 
gin  to  impress  us  as  probably  not  true,  because  we 
have  grown  so  tired  of  them.  Inevitably  the 
stock  in  trade  of  educators  is  a  series  of  common¬ 
place  maxims  that  are  as  old  as  mankind.  But 
supposedly  nobody  in  the  business  of  teaching 
really  needs  to  have  these  repeated  endlessly.  An 
even  greater  misdemeanor,  however,  is  committed 
by  some  would-be  clever  speakers  who  take  these 
obvious  facts  and  principles  and  seek  to  disguise 
the  obviousness  of  what  they  are  saymg  by  cloth¬ 
ing  them  in  a  complicated  and  bewildering  termin¬ 
ology.  Disagieeing  completely  with  Shakespeare 
as  to  what’s  in  a  name,  they  seem  to  believe  sin¬ 
cerely  that  a  new  name  for  an  idea  makes  it  a 
new  idea.  Frequently  too  their  gifts  of  style  are 
so  scanty  that  the  terms  they  invent  constitute  a 
form  of  barbarism.  Doubtless  there  is  a  special 
limbo  in  the  Inferno  for  such. 

2.  In  our  own  energetic  day  there  are  so  many 
really  new  activities  going  on,  and  so  many  points 
of  conflict  are  involved  in  these,  that  it  ought  to 
be  easy  to  carry  out  the  second  of  these  suggestions: 
Seek  and  develop  a  controversial  point.  We  are 
of  course  much  more  likely  to  interest  our  hearers 
if  we  do  so,  on  die  principle  of  the  crowd  that 
runs  to  see  a  dog-fight.  It  is  of  course  desirable 
to  avoid  personalities,  to  keep  the  battle  on  a  hi^ 


plane  of  principles,  but  (if  I  may  express  a  purely 
personal  opinion),  it  would  even  be  better  to  men¬ 
tion  someone  by  name  whose  ideas  we  are  attack¬ 
ing  and  to  make  the  conflict  somewhat  of  a  per¬ 
sonal  one  than  to  omit  the  element  of  the  con¬ 
troversial.  It  is  possible  that  the  reason  we  do 
not  fight  hard  enough  is  because  we  don’t  care 
hard  enough.  Certainly  one’s  audience  will  be 
much  more  deeply  absorbed  in  a  talk  that  shows 
that  the  speaker’s  fighting  blood  is  up. 

3.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  professional  men 
and  women,  and  out  of  a  spirit  of  fairness  it  is 
necessary  to  Present  both  sides.  Show  the  two 
pictures,  and  you  are  not  only  displaying  the  spirit 
of  fair  play,  but  also  making  use  of  the  device  of 
contrast,  in  itself  a  useful  rhetorical  method  for 
securing  a  heightening  of  interest.  Your  listeners 
will  appreciate  the  way  in  which  you  approach  the 
subject  of  your  talk  all  the  more  if  their  senses  are 
quickened  in  this  fashion. 

4.  We  have  in  the  past  been  so  sensitive  in 
the  matter  of  dignity  that  it  is  more  than  difficult 
for  some  teachers  to  observe  the  fourth  injimction; 
Be  lively.  One  way  of  being  lively  is  to  use  the 
language  of  to-day,  not  that  of  Milton’s,  or  John¬ 
son’s,  or  even  Ruskin’s,  or  even  Bernard  Shaw’s 
day.  Moreover,  all  the  great  masters  I  have  men¬ 
tioned  are  British,  and  we  are  Americans,  using 
a  somewhat  distinctive  form  of  speech.  A  little 
slang  now  and  then  will  do  no  harm,  and  there 
is  no  question  that  colloquialism  ought  to  be  pretty 
freely  employed. 

5.  It  is  very  important  that  the  next  command¬ 
ment  should  be  observed:  Reach  some  definite 
conclusion,  and  avoid  detours  in  reaching  it.  Many 
a  speech  goes  wobbling  along  without  purpose  for 
dreary  minute  after  minute,  and  when  the  orator 
(save  the  mark  I )  is  through,  no  one  knows  what 
he  has  been  driving  at.  The  closing  passages  of 
the  talk  should  make  clear,  in  vigorous  phrasing, 
what  it  was  all  about.  It  should  leave  a  definite 
thought  in  the  hearer’s  minds — isdiether  right  or 
wrong. 

6.  This  conclusion  will  be  an  especially  eflec- 
tive  one  if  it  observes  the  next  principle:  Say  some- 
thing  practical.  By  practicality  I  do  not  imply

Rev.  Peter  K.  Emmons,  speaker  on  “By-Prod¬ 
ucts  of  Life”  at  the  Convention  Banquet,  native  of 
Monmouth  Junction,  New  Jersey,  attended  pre¬ 
paratory  school  and  college  at  Princeton  Uni¬ 
versity,  then  entered  Princeton  Theological  Semin¬ 
ary.  Upon  graduation  in  1915  he  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  call  from  the  Bridge  Street  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Catasaugua,  where  he  was  ordained  by 
the  Presb3rtery  of  Lehigh.  He  served  as  pastor 
of  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Stroudsburg.  Pa., 
from  1916  to  1919,  pastor  of  First  Presb3rterian 
Church  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  from  1919  to  1927, 
and  he  is  now  pastor  of  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  from  1927. 

While  pastor  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 


Trenton,  Rev.  Emmons  served  as  president  of  the 
Trenton  Rotary  Club,  governor  of  the  Thirty- 
sixth  District  of  Rotary  International.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  Trenton  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  a  director  of  that  organization.  He  was  also 
appointed  a  member  of  the  permanent  judicial  com¬ 
mission  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  the  United  States,  and  is  now 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary. 


Excerpt — NeiP  Jersep  School  Laxe 
Article  XIII. 

“Whenever  any  superintendent,  supervisor, 
principal  or  teacher  applies  to  any  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  permission  to  attend  the  Aimual  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers*  A*- 
sodation.  such  permission  shall  be  granted  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  two  days  in  any  one  year 
and  the  pay  of  any  superintendent,  supervisor,  prin¬ 
cipal  or  teacher  shall  not  be  reduced,  but  he  or 
she  shall  receive  a  full  salary  for  the  da]rs  he  or 
she  actually  attends  the  sessions  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.” 

It  is  worth  noting,  that  despite  the  privilege  be¬ 
ing  accorded  by  law;  this  is  the  first  year  the  New 
Jersey  State  Teachers’  Association  has  ever  used 
two  school  days  for  its  Convaidon.  In  previous 
years  the  Association  has  co-operatively  met  the 
law  half  way  by  making  use  of  a  national  holiday 
and  thus  requiring  only  one  school  day.  As 
Armistice  Day  falls  on  a  Saturday,  this  year,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  teachers  to  take  full  advantage  of 
the  law.

Atlantic.  Essex  and  Camden  Counties  contribute 
a  large  proportion  of  the  attendance  at  the  annual 
Convention  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers’ 
Association.  This  is  apparent  from  an  analysis 
of  the  registration  cards  of  the  1932  Convention 
recently  made  by  the  high  school  pupils  in 
Elizabeth.  The  three  leaders  were  closely  followed 
by  Union,  Monmouth.  Ciunberland  and  Hudson 
Counties.  The  complete  results  of  the  analysis 
are  presented  below  in  tabular  form. 

While  they  are  based  on  the  registration  cards 
filled  in  at  the  Convention,  and  it  is  true  that  some 


teachers  who  attend  do  not  register,  the  picture  is 
probably  not  unfair.  Since  it  is  proposed,  how¬ 
ever.  to  make  this  tabulation  annually,  teachers 
who  attend  are  urged  to  register  their  attendance  at 
the  Convention  in  the  booth  provided  for  that 
purpose  at  the  entrance  to  the  Convention  HalL 
Such  registration  is  also  important  since  it  enables 
the  Association  to  make  better  arrangements  in 
other  years  for  its  Convention  guests  and  makes  our 
Convention  more  appreciated  by  the  city  where  it 
is  held. 

The  tabulation  on  which  the  accompanying 


graph  was  based  also  showed  that  ten  cities  m  the 
State  had  one  hundred  or  more  Assdciation  mem¬ 
bers  attending  the  Convention.  Tliis  list  is  ugnificant 
not  only  for  its  inclusions,  but  for  its  omissions.

For  those  interested  in  sports,  Atlantic  City 
offers  fishing,  sailing,  horseback  riding,  indoor 
swimming  pools  (of  which  there  are  five),  six  golf 
courses,  playable  all  year  ’round,  a  Gim  Club,  a 
Yacht  Club.  26  public  Tennis  Courts,  and  game 
shooting  in  season. 

First-run  motion  pictures  and  stage  productions, 
as  well  as  operas  and  vaudeville  are  shown  in  At¬ 
lantic  City's  many  theatres  for  the  amusement  and 
pleasure  of  the  theatre-goer. 

Atlantic  City  maintains  a  specially  trained 
Police  and  Fire  Department,  and  its  six  Banks  are 
well  equipped  to  take  care  of  its  needs.

The  New  Jersey  State  Teachers*  Association 
has  been  fortunate  in  its  leaders  and  in  its  leader¬ 
ship.  It  can  point  to  many  achievements  for  the 
teachers  of  the  State  and  to  many  victories  over 
the  forces  lined  up  against  educational  progress. 
These,  however,  have  been  accomplished  as  single 
things,  not  as  part  of  a  carefully  weighed  plan 
which  the  Association  as  an  Assocaition  has  con¬ 
sidered,  and  as  an  Association  has  endorsed. 

The  objects  of  the  Association  are  set  up  in 
Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  which  says,  “The 
Association  is  established  to  promote  the  educa¬ 
tional  interests  of  the  State;  to  secure  and  main¬ 
tain  for  the  office  of  teaching  its  true  rank  among 
the  professions;  to  promote  and  guard  the  interests 
of  public  and  State  school  teachers  by  means  of 
instruction,  conference,  and  united  action.*’  We 
feel,  however,  that  these  objects,  laudable  as  they 
are.  need  reinterpretation  from  year  to  year  m  a 
concrete  program  which  shall  set  up,  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  majority  of  the  Association,  the  *‘next 
things**  to  be  done  toward  achieving  them. 

The  Editorial  Board  of  the  REVIEW  therefore 
respectfully  recommends  to  the  Association  and  its 
officers  the  following  steps  for  the  making  of  such 
a  program: 

1.  A  committee  of  the  Association,  either  the 
Executive  Committee  itself  or  the  Resolutions  Com¬ 
mittee,  would  be  asked  to  sift  out,  in  the  light  of 
present  day  conditions,  exactly  what  we  mean  by 
’‘promoting  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,** 
“maintaining  the  professional  rank  of  teachers,** 
and  “promoting  and  guarding  their  interests.** 

2.  Having  thus  defined  our  “long  time**  ob¬ 
jectives,  this  committee  would  next  lay  out  the  steps 
by  which  we  might  hope  to  achieve  them,  and 
finally  to  suggest  those  steps  which,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  come  hrst  on  the  list. 

3.  When  these  recommendations  had  been 
placed  in  concrete  form,  it  would  be  the  function 
of  this  committee  to  bring  them  before  the  body 
of  the  Association.  The  Association  could  reject, 
amend,  or  accept  them.  Their  consideration  might 
be  the  most  important  feature  of  the  annual  con¬ 
vention.  The  results  would  be  a  concrete  As¬ 
sociation  policy. 

The  wishes  of  the  Association,  thus  expressed, 
would  provide  the  framework  within  ^sffiich  every 
officer,  every  committee,  every  member  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  would  work  through  ffie  coming  year.  W e 
believe  that  it  would  lead  toward  greater  interests 
in  the  Association  by  its  members,  as  well  as  to 

I  more  and  greater  achievements  by  the  Association.

that  the  teachers  in  the  aixlience  must  carry  away 
a  concrete  notion  of  some  device  that  they  can 
apply  the  next  school  session  in  the  actual  class¬ 
room  with  a  particular  group  of  boys  and  girls. 
It  may  be  that,  but  it  may  also  be  the  solving  of 
some  more  general  problem,  the  release  of  a  com¬ 
plex,  the  clearing  up  of  a  doubt — something  that 
does  the  teacher  some  definite  good. 

7.  In  these  days  of  distraction  of  the  public 
mind  on  die  subject  of  the  schools  and  education 
it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  this  point:  Prepare  your 
talk  so  that  one  particular  paragraph  of  it  (say 
1 50  or  200  words)  can  be  used  for  publicity  pur¬ 
poses.  Of  course  the  publicity  must  be  good  pub¬ 
licity,  and  educators  would  do  well  to  educate 
themselves  on  this  subject,  inasmuch  as  anyone  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  principles  of  sound  "public 
relations"  is  likely  to  be  all  the  better  educator.

8.  The  next  commandment  is  very  brief:  Stop 
when  you’re  through. 

9.  The  next  is  also  brief  and  also  important:

10.  Perhaps  the  last  commandment,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Biblical  saying,  ought  really  to  be 
first:  Learn  how  to  talk.  One  need  be  no  orator, 
but  certainly  any  address  by  a  teacher  ought  at 
least  to  be  clear  in  enunciation,  careful  in  pro¬ 
nunciation,  and  pleasing  as  to  voice.  If  the  teach¬ 
ers  do  not  believe  they  personally  can  be  taught 
how  to  speak  clearly  and  pleasantly,  they  show  a 
decidedly  inconsistent  lack  of  faith  in  teaching.

Proposed  Amendments  to  Constitution  and  By-Laws 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  the  Executive  Conunittee  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  at  its  meeting  held  June  27th,  1933,  ap¬ 
proved  a  motion  to  submit  the  following  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
November.  These  proposed  amendments  will  be 
introduced  for  discussion  at  the  meeting  to  be  held 
Friday  afternoon.  November  10th. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION 

Amend  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  to  read 
as  follows: 

Officers 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  a  Past  President,  a  First  Vice-President, 
a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Railroad  Secretary,  and  an  Ejcecutive  Committee 
consisting  of  six  elective  members,  the  officers 
above  named,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  who  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member. 

Amend  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  to  read  as 
follows : 

Term  of  Office 

The  officers  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  as¬ 
sume  office  immediately  on  election,  except  the 
Treasurer,  who  shall  first  give  a  bond.  The  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 


of  three  years,  and  the  six  elective  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  in  such  manner  that  three  shall  go 
out  of  office  each  year.  The  officers  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

The  President,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  shall  become  the  Past  President,  and 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Elxecutive  Committee  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  in  the 
office  of  President  becomes  Past  President. 

BY-LAWS 

Amend  Article  XIII  of  the  By-Laws  to  read 
as  follows: 

Committee  on  Legislation 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  shall  consist  of 
one  member  from  each  Congressional  District  and, 
in  addition,  one  member  from  each  of  the  fttenfy- 
one  counties  and  a  Chairman  r»ho  shall  be  se¬ 
lected  at  large.  It  shall  consider  legislation  affect¬ 
ing  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,  and  shall, 
with  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Executive  Committee,  take  such  action 
regarding  the  same  as  it  may  deem  best.  This 
Committee  shall  be  appointed  on  April  1st  next 
succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  and  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  or  until  its  successor  is  appointed: 
provided,  hoivever,  that  this  committee  shall  be 
appointed  not  later  than  October  first.

The  School  Law  Concerning  Attendance 
(Chapter  150) 

I.  Whenever  any  superintendent,  supervisor, 
principal  or  teacher,  applies  to  any  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  for  permission  to  attend  the  annual  convention 
of  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers’  Association, 
such  permission  shall  be  granted  to  such  superin¬ 
tendents,  supervisors,  principals  and  teachers  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  two  days  in  any  one  year 
and  the  pay  of  any  superintendent,  supervisor,  prin¬ 
cipal  or  teacher  shall  not  be  reduced,  but  he  or  she 
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shall  receive  a  full  salary  for  the  days  he  or  she 
actually  attends  the  sessions  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Teachers’  Association  convention;  provided, 
that  a  certificate  is  procured  and  filed  with  the  dis¬ 
trict  clerk  or  secretary  of  said  boards  of  education, 
signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Teachers’  Association,  showing  that  said  superin¬ 
tendent.  supervisor,  principal  or  teacher,  was  in  ac¬ 
tual  attendance  at  all  sessions  of  said  convention. 

2.  No  deduction  shall  be  made  in  the  daily  at¬ 
tendance  of  any  class  or  classes  closed  by  reason 
of  the  absence  of  any  superintendent,  supervisor, 
principal  or  teacher  at  the  said  convention,  but  the 
school  district  shall  be  allowed  a  daily  attendance 
equal  to  the  average  daily  attendance  of  said  school 
or  schools,  or  any  class  or  classes  thereof  for  the 
current  year. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Nominating  Committee 
Article  /,  ConstitutioTt: 

“The  Nominating  Committee,  one  man  and  one 
woman,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the  members 
of  the  several  Congressional  Districts.  The  mem¬ 


bers  of  the  several  districts  shall  meet  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  fifteen  minutes  after  the  close  of  the  first  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Annual  Meeting  in  such  places  as  the 
President  may  designate.  They  shall  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary  and  the 
Secretary  shall  report  their  action  to  the  President 
before  the  opening  of  the  evening  session  of  the 
same  day.  Five  members  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum.  This  comnuttee  shall  be  an¬ 
nounced  at  the  opening  of  the  first  evening  session 
of  the  Annual  Meeting.’’ 

“Independent  nominations  may  be  made  upon 
the  written  petition  of  twenty-five  active  members 
present  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  provided  the  said 
petition  shall  be  signed  in  ink.  The  President  shall 
call  for  all  independent  nominations  at  the  close 
and  before  the  adjournment  of  the  session  next 
preceding  the  session  at  which  the  election  is  to  be 
held,  and  shall  read  the  petition  in  full  to  the 
Convention  of  the  same  session.’’
